De Gaulle’s Star Rises 


As General Charles de Gaulle stepped 
from his plane to Canadian soil yesterday 
morning, President Roosevelt announced 
in Washington that the United States had 
decided, c last, to accept De Gaulle’s 
French National Committee as the author- 
ity for civil administration in liberated 
France. 

There is such a long and devious story 
behind this belated recognition that it can- 
not be told, becomingly, here, It is common 
knowledge, however, that all the forces of 
reaction and special privilege and disguis- 
ed fascism in Europe have fought bitterly 
and persistently against the rising star of 
Charles de Gaulle 

This oppositic vigorous 
and venomous that if the General's own 
positive qualities did not recommend him 
to Allied support the very vitriol of his 
enemies would do so. For there are two 
factors that reveal the measure of a man 
—the kind of people who love him and the 
kind of people who hate him. The identity 
of De Gaulle’s enemies definitely guaran- 
tees his mora! stature. 

It is only natural that the De Gaulle 
organization should be recognized as the 
authoritative government of France. 

The pre-war parties failed the French 
people wretchedly. The Petain clique sold 
France back into foreign slavery and at- 
tempted to restore many of those abuses 
and tyrannies which the French had 
thrown off earlier in the century. 

We cannot deal, then, with any French 

arty or any French faction. All are sus- 
pect. But we can and must deal with the 
French people. Only De Gaulle represents 
the spirit of those people. He may not 
have their political mandate, but he did 
become the living symbol of the traditional 
France when he behaved, after the Petain 
surrender, as the French have always be- 
haved historically. 

This new entente cordiale with the 
French National Committee may be a 
tardy development, but it is a just and 
wise one.

Of this 14,000,000 tons will be from over- 
seas. These goods must be distributed to 
the needy and in rehabilitating the 20,000.- 
000 people who have been uprooted from 
their homes and countries by Germany's 
brutal methods.

Underestimation 


Successes on all fronts during the past 
few days indicate how scrips! the enemy 
underestimated the Allied power of produc- 
tion and the Allied fighting spirit. This, 
now, is an accepted fact. Hitler has lost 
the war because he refused to believe in 
the latent forces within democracy. 


But if Hitler's underestimation of us 
has cost him the war, our own underesti- 
mation of ourselves may cost us the peace. 
It would be unfortunate if our own under- 
estimation of democratic practices and 
principtes should throw away all we have 
gained in the war. 

This reflection is 
revelation that public apathy was so great 
in Detroit yesterday that the air raid sir- 
ens had to be sounded several times during 
the day to remind people to go and vote 
in the primaries. 

As a matter of fact the use of the siren 
for this purpose is almost poignantly sig- 
nificant. It is singularly appropriate that 
a noise designed to give public warning of 
grave danger should have been employed 
to remind people to use their franchise. 

Failure to appreciate our own demo- 
cratic privileges will soon cause our dem- 
ocracy to rust as badly as Hitler thought 
it had.

Enduring Peace 

Editor, Bulletin: We have now 
reached a point where we must 
concern ourselves with the basis 
for an enduring peace. There are 


five possible bases, namely, peace 
|by power, peace by balance of 
power, peace by treaty, peace by 
league and peace by government. 

Only the fifth will afford a sdlid 
foundation for peace, freedom and 
prosperity. There is no hope for 
mankind in any of the first four 
Peace cannot be imposed on the 
world by force of arms. It is imma- 
terial whether the arms are held 
by one nation, as in the case of 
Rome, or by the big four as is now 
proposed in some quarters. Nor can 
a basis for peace be found in bal- 
lance of power. This is obviously so 
in principle. No hope for mankind 
| lies in peace by treaty or alliance; 
for a treaty is the most fragile of 
restraints on a nation which dreams 
of conquest or which dresses in 
shining armor. Peace by league is 
merely peace based on a multiple 
treaty 

On the other hand peace would be 
on an unshakeable foundation if 
based on a federal union of the 
Empire, the United States, Russia 
and the democracies. Under this 
type of union the provincial and 
national legislatures would continue 
to look after provincia] and na- 
tional matters, but the international] 
affairs of these countries would be 
in the hands of a parliament elected 
by the peoples of the union and 
responsible to them. This Parlia- 
ment would have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over the armed forces, the 
manufacture of arms, international 


trade, international currency, and 
labor conditions throughout the 
union

Editor, Bulletin: I read with in- 
terest your editorial on “Juvenile 
Delinquency.” I think most social 
workers are in complete agreement 
with Chief Draper. There is just 
one point I would like to stress 
and that is the over-emphasis given 
to this subject. If a boy is told loud 
enough and often enough that he is 
a delinquent he will soon get to be- 
lieve it, and he will do his best to 
‘live up to his reputation 

As far back as one can remem- 
ber grandparents have always been 
of the opinion that the rising 
generation is much worse then any 
which preceded it. As delinquency 
is an adult problem. the result of 
the failure of parents to properly 
instruct their children. or failure 
to insist on strict obedience when 
instructed; things are bound to be 
worse when any unusua! condition, 
like a war, takes the father out of 
the home and sends the mother to 
seek employment. Whatever the 
conditions are in the crowded cities 
of the east or south of the border 

is refreshing to learn that Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan have fewer 
court cases than any of the other 
provinces 

Most of the Alberta cases are re 
peats. In fact, the records show that 
the really serious offenders in Ed- 
monton can be counted on the fing- 
ers of two hands, and the worst of 
these are to be found in the sub- 
norma! classification.

The fuel 
was oil enriched with Oxygen. Ac- 
cording to reports these rockets 
achieved astonishingly long burning 
times. The normal test run lasted 
fifteen minutes, in many cases 
twenty minutes, and once even half 
an hour. 

Assuming that Saenger's rockets 
have been perfected so that they 


are more trustworthy it would be

The rocket is the first true aerial 
equivalent of the naval torpedo. 
Such aerial torpedoes have been

pons are radio-controlled either 
from the ground or from an air- 
plane in flight.

Hitler’s Health 


Although Intelligence officers are 
not saying much about it, Adolf Hit- 
ler's health has been attracting con- 
siderable attention in Washington 
lately.

For Civilians 


OTTAWA, July 12 — (CP) — 
| Munitions Minister Mowe an- 


nounced last night thet “limited 


supplies” of Penicillin were being 
made available for civilian use, 
| and emphasized thet quentities 
available for civilien use were 
“not large” and would be subject 
to strict control of distribution so 
as to make edequate supplies 
available for the fighting forces 
and essential use. 

“The drug will be divided among 
the larger hospitals on a quota 
basis, and may be used only for the 
purpose decided upon by the med- 
ical advisory committee on penicil- 
lin of the National Research Coun- 
cil,” said Mr. Howe 


TO FIX QUOTAS 

The announcement said each of 
the larger hospitals will shortly be 
advised of its July quota. Hospitals 
of 25 beds or less may apply direct- 
ly to the chemicals controller for 
needed supplies. Ali public general 
hospitals will be supplied with in- 
| formation prepared by the advis- 
jory committee on permitted uses, 
| methods of administration and dos- 
age 
| Hospitals will order supplies of 

penicillin within their quota from 

the controller of chemicals, (1235

who will arrange for delivery 
from the nearest depot on @ 

C.0.0. or certified cheque with 
order basis. Af purchases will 

be f.0.b. depot. 

Mr. Howe said delivery will be 
made and payment received by the 
jlocal depot of National Drug and 
Chemical Company, which is handl- 
ing distribution of penicillin for 
the government without remunera- 
lion. 

COMMERCIAL OUTPUT 

Canadian production of penicil- 
lin now is on a commercial scale 
at two government-owned plants, 
one in the Connaught Laboratories, 
Toronto, and the other operated by 
Ayerst, McKenna and Harrison in 
Montreal 

A privately-owned plant oper- 
ated by Merck and Company of 

Canada also is producing penicil- 

lin in Montreal.
